Thus in Rio de Janeiro, the Brazilian | 
capital—for the time being, at any rate— 
democratic procedure is being scrupulously 
observed, while in Buenos Aires, Argentina’s 
capital, Naziism is in full control. To the 
people of the Argentine, Peron proclaims, 
through those whom he controls in the gov- 
ernment, that the elections will take lace. 
But he is a candidate for the presidency. 
To the people of Brazil, Vargas can no longer 
proclaim his desire to retire, only his willing- 
ness to serve. He has obtained his adver- 
tised wish and is under the circumstances 
more likely to survive to enjoy his good 
fortune than Peron is likely to enloy even 
the business of surviving. The latter’s ob-
